Heavy Graduation Fee at UBC

Vancouver, March 6.— Interest on 
the campus of the University of 
British Columbia is now centred on 
a controversy between the graduat- 
ing class and the college authorities. 
The point at Issue is the fifteen 
dollar graduation fee which the 
University charges those who re- 
ceive diplomas at the spring con- 
vocation. 

The members of this year's class, 
350 in number, have demanded to 
know the uses to which these funds 
are put, and to this end have asked 
for an itemized, account of convoca- 
tion expenses.

Klinck has refused to permit the 
students either to examine the 
books or to discuss the matter with 
him in an interview.

THEATRICAL ROYALTY. 
Alfred Lunt and Lynn Fontanne have long 
been the first couple of the American theatre, 
a title well substantiated by their current tri- 
umph In S. N, Behrman's fanciful extravaganza 
called -"The Pirate." Having starred together 
for some twenty years, their rich experience 
runs from Shakespeare to Robert Sherwood 
from Anton Checkov to Maxwell Anderson, 
with many a memorable achievement to give 
foundation to their fame. 

Ttttnp Molnar's "The Guardsman" started 
them on their conjoint ^vay in 1924, less than 
a year after their portentous marriage. "Arms 
and the Man," George Bernard Shaw at his 
satiric best, followed a year later. The subse- 
quent season found them purveying the emo 
tional heights of Dostoievsky's "Brothers Kara' 
mazov." In 1027 they found success again in 
"llic Second Man," S. N. Behrman's first and 
greatest play; in "Caprice, In 1029, they took 
London by storm with the wit and polish of 
their performance. "Elizabeth, the Queen,' by 
Maxwell Anderson, became an American clas< 
sic in 1B30. 

The Lunts and Robert Sherwood 
In 1931 they returned to the stage from the 
filming of "The Guardsman" to gain tremend- 
ous acclaim fer "Reunion In Vienna," the first 
of three Roert E. Sherwood masterpieces which 
they have graced. Hie classics overtook thtin 
with "The Taming of the Shrew" and "AmphI 
tryon 38," the latter being the Behrman adap- 
tation of the legend of the conception of Her- 
cules; Sherwood's brilliant "Idiot's Delight" In 
tervened between the two. In 1938 they revived 
"The Sea Gull,' and were planning a rest from 
the theatre when SSierwood brought them his 
historic script of "There Shall Be No Night." 
Their utterly magnificent performances as Dr, 
and Mrs. Valkonen will live as long as tlie 
American theatre itself. 

For the Lunts are the American theatre; the 
legend, the uncertain^, . and., the inspiration. 
They are the soul and thé substance of a noble 
and indispensable profession; if this troubled 
age can claim a prided asset to justify its ac- 
ceptance into posterity, may there be recorded 
one still small nomination for Alfred Lunt and 
Lynn Fontanne,

Short-handed Collegians Suffer

After emerging at the top of the Inter Services Basketball 
League upon the completion of the regular schedule, and winning 
round one of their plny-off struggle against St. Hubert, the McGill 
C.O.T.C. cage team lost its second game of the season, in the finals 
to the Is'avy. .Tiio Tars.20-26 victory meant that the campaign is 
over and the Sailors arc in possession of the league crown. 

The meeting between the two^ 
teams was the third this winter, the 
1{edmen< being victorious on both 
former occasions, but with their 
ranks much depleted, the collegians 
bowed out before the towering 
Navy quintet.

Function of a University in War 
Time,' urge the university authori- 
ties and the government to Impie- 
xnent^gÙe|ytoUowing steps at the 
carllesTponible moment: 

1. The establishment of a Selec- 
tive Service Board at Canadian 
Universities. Thl^ board should con- 
cist of representatives of the De- 
I>artment of Labour, thé armed 
forces tbo university authorities, 
Mid the student body. Its functions 
Àould be: 

a) To adapt the number of stu- 
dents in each course to the re- 
quirements of the armed forces and 
'iustry;

'This should be the re- 
sult of eliminating^ the; live-month 
•ummer vantion. The government 
■bould bear the financial expenses 
accompanying this measure. Staff 
members must be adequately re- 
imbursed for their extra services. 

3. The estabUshinént of official 
Student-Staff Council, whose func- 
tions should be: (a) To co-ordinate 
Student Staff acUvitles in bchaU of 
the war effort; (b) To receive, con- 
sider, and transmit to the univcr- 
slly authorities student suggestions 
eonceming academic curriculum; 
(c) To undertake such activities as 
the student and staff bodies shall 
recommend to the Council. 
, 4. That all resolutions heretofore 
apply to women as well as men stu- 
dents; that the university authori- 
ties encourage qualified women 
students to enter technical courses 
In greatly increased numbers; and 
that a Women's O.T.C. be formed on 
,tbe campus." * 

This attempt' on the part of the 
students and staff members to fur- 
ther intensify the contribution of 
the tmivcrslty to the war effort 
merits serious consideration since 
we feel tbat'it represents the: opin- 
ion of a large, percentage : of the 
tmiverslty population.

THE WORLD TODAY AND 
TOMOinOW 

Viewpoint of • Theolog 
(First of a Series) 

—By Don Reade— 
When I think of the World Today 
and Tomorrow no clear picture, no 
pattern or plan, no obvious or 
ready-made solution to its problems 
comes to the mind. So if you want 
a neat little article, clearly ex 
pounded and with carefully drawn 
conclusions, read no further. 

The World Today Is a hopeless 
mess. The World Tomorrow will 
still be a mess, though perhaps not 
a hopeless one. Today an era is 
in its death throes. Finance-mon 
opoly capitalism with its liberal 
democratic culture and modem na- 
tion-state, is dying. It is no new 
thing in history that one civilization 
should die to give place to a new 
one. Nor is it any new thing that 
people should be afraid, of change, 
of the unknown future, and should 
frantically seek to blow dead ashes 
into flame. Even the man in the 
street is conscious of changes com- 
ing, and talks of things being dif- 
ferent after the war. "New World 
Order" has become a commonplace 
phrase. The very gllbness with 
which it is used Is a warning that 
no new order may come. Manufac- 



turer's Associations; ca>8ml>ers of 
Commerce; Anglican Archbishops; 
Lettish political groups; Beveridgc 
are all producing blue-prints. But 
none have gripped the imagination 
or aroused the enthusiasm of men 
yeU 

Ours is a selfish and cynical gen- 
eration, and the sufferings of war 
have hardly begun to purge away 
the dross from our souls. .Wc have 
made a God of science, and at the 
moment when wo thought our de- 
votion should be paying handsome 
dividends, we discover the god has 
day feet We must not under- 
estimate the tremendous .import- 
ance of science, neither must we 
hinder its own vital work by ex- 
pecting it <^ solve problems that 
lie beyond lis province. We still 
think largely in terms of getting 
things without much effort. The 
switch • turning, button - pressing 
complex has entered into every de- 
partment of our lives. Probably the 
most deadly sin of today is making 
a safe Job, a good salary, and pcr- 
sonl 'comfort the sum total of our 
ambition. And the second most 
deadly sin Is thinking a new world 
order will Just happen, without us 
doing anything much about it, 

A church leader in Continental 
Europe recently warned us against 
the error of thinking that the prob- 
lem of the world tomorrow is essen- 
tially a technical one, and that a 
spot of political engineering will 
fix it up. "For there can be no 
order without a common 'frame of 
reference,' and the real problem 
which wc must face is the spiritual 
one as to what will be the main 
common convictions which will 
underlie the coming order." 

So I think of the World Today 
and Tomorrow in terms of a chal- 
lenge to us all A challenge to us to 
discover what our real convictions 
are. A challenge to us to start 
thinking, doing, sweating, stumb- 
ling, hoping for the future of man- 
kind. There are attitudes and quali- 
ties which we must develop If we 
are to accept successfully this chal- 
lenge. We must learn to be humble. 
Blind arrogant pride in the scien- 
tific method and in liberal demo- 
cratic culture as the only highway 
to the Summum Bonum is in large 
part responsible for our present in- 
tellecttial ïhaos. Let us freely admit 
we do not know what the future 
holds. Let us acknowledge our 
errors in tlie past and our human 
limitations in the present Wc must 
b« prepared for hard thinkipg and 
careful heart-searching, for such Is 
an essential discipline. Enthusiasm 
is a necessary quality of mind for 
our task. A quality which has too 
often been smothered by a blase 
sophistication. Wc need a renewed 
faith lA God. A faith in God that

has real 'significance in the thinking 
and conduct o( men.

Moreover,- amongst these people 
there dwelt many men of skill and 
honesty, who burned the midnight 
oil through' the long nights that they 
might repair tho machine and keep 
the machine working smoothing so 
that the people might sleep In peace, 
knowing that the machine which 
was the Government was protecting 
them from the seas of Barbarianism 
which they dreaded. But the people 
knew that In order to keep out the 
seas of Barbarianism the machine 
which was called the Government 
must be kept alwayS|,in;^moUon.
